Need to Increase Price of 

School Lunches Explained 


One of the more difficult deci- 
sions the Board of Directors: of 
S,A.D, 44. will face in the years 
ahead relates: -to the school luich 
‘program. A combination of ‘the 
decreasing federal subsidies, de- 
creasing government commodities, 
and increasing food costs is re- 
sulting in a financial squeeze in the 
lunch programs in our school dis- 
trict. 

An understanding of the current 
fiscal situation. of the school. Intich, . 
program is necessary in order, to. 
understand the dilemmia facing 
the school board in the-year’ ahead. 
Currently, the school lunch pro- 
gram spends nearly $175,000. per: 
year serving lunches to an average 
of 981 students per day. Approxi- 
mately 40% of the costs are for” 
food, with the remaining 60% spent 
on labor costs, overhead, and. in- 
direct costs. The district also uses 
nearly $14,000 wonth of. commodi- 
ties provided by the federal gov- 
- The school lunch prognam. earns 
revenue through three sources: 
the school budget; the sale’ of 
lunches; and, government subsi- 
dies. The district receives approxi: 
mately 8% of its revenue through ing 
the local school budget funds, 97% 
of its revenue through the sale of 
hot. lunch, and 55% of its revenue 
through government subsidies, 
These government subsidies are 
based upon the number of lunth-

iA group of people in- Portland is 
pager’ ta national role in helping 
to thwart a serious problem af- 
fecting older people in Maine and 
other cold weather states. 
This silent, non-dramatic killer— 
dalled hypothermia — will claim 
the lives; of ian estimated 25,000 el- 
derly Americans this winter, Hy- 
pothermia’s weapon is cold. It 
first chills the body, then numbs 
the mind—bringing fabout death 
before its victim can perceive its 
dangers. : 
Joyce Harmon, director of the 
Center for Accidental Hypothermia 
has been providing information 


about this potentially fatal condi- 


tion 6 people round the country 
since 1977, when the Personal En- 
ergy Program was developed. 
This Maine program has served ag 
a national model, and the Center 
in Portland continues. to provide 
training and technical assistance 
to health professionals, social ser- 
vice agencies and others through- 
out the U. S. on how to identify 
and prevent hypothermia. 

The elderly tare the most sus- 
ceptible to this insidious condi- 
tion, which occurs when the body 
temperature falls below 95°. A 50 
year old body produces only 85% 
of the heat it did at age 20—~a 
problem that is amplified by cer- 
tain medications, which affect the 
body’s ability to regulate temper- 
ature, shiver or feel the cold. ” 

In testimony before a field hear- 
ing I chaired in Bangor of the 
Senate Special Committee on Ag: 
ing, Mrs, Harmon pointed out that 


pe person susceptible to hypother-- 


a tiay be entirely unaware of a 
drop in his body temperature. If 
there is no one around to noticé 
the subtle symptoms, the teni- 
penatire will coritintie to drop un- 
fil the person diés. 

The symptonis include pale and 
waxy skins puffiness or swelling in 
the fate; sluggishriess in speecit 
and movenient; confusion. disori- 
étitation or drowsiness; a stomach

that is cold to the totich; and un- 
controllable shivering. Some peo- 
ple suffering from hypothermia 
may be unable to shiver—and thus 
cannot produce body heat when 
they need it—even though 1a room 
is very chilly. 

A person experiencing these 
symptoms should be given medical 
attention immediately. Hypother- 
mia iis best diagnosed by ia health 
professional using a special low- 
reading thermometer, and should 
be treated under a doctor’s super- 
vision. 

“Before help arrives, you should 
insulate a victim well with any awv- 
ailable ccovering, and (cover his: 
head, because that is: where 40% 
of the body’s heat esicapes,’’) Mrs. 
Harmon said, ‘Keep the victim 
still, and if he is conscious, give 
him small amounts of warm Ii- 
quids: or food.” 

The Center has targeted uassis- 
dance to the low-income elderly, 
many of whom keep their homes 
foo ¢ool in an attempt to keep 
fuel and electricity bills within the 
bounds of fixed incomes. Mrs. 
Harmon suggested that these peo- 
ple are talso the most likely to 
conserve energy out of a sense of 
patriotism or economic need, ‘and 
are not aware of the risk they are 
taking by reducing the tempera- 
ture of their homes to below 65°. 

To avoid being harmed by hypo- 
thermia, make sure that your 
home is adequately insulated and 
keep living and sleeping areas 
comfortably svanm. Additional 
warmth can be provided by a lap 
blanket, a hat, and by wearning 
several layers. of clothing instead 
of one thick one. 

Proper rest, adequate exercise, 
a balanced diet and plenty of li- 
quids also help the body protect 
itself against the cold. 

For élderly people who live aloné 
or in rural areas, it is vital to ar- 
range for a daily check-in call 
with a friend, neighbor or rela- 
tive. Many Maine communities of- 
fer check-in or personal visit ser- 
viees for the elderly or house- 
botind.

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was a loss of $8,000 in revenue to 
the school distrief. At the outset 
of this school year, the subsidy 
yates had not been established and 
the total magnitude of this revenue 
shortage was. unclear, At that 
point, S.A.D. 44 increased the cost 
of hot lunch by 10 cents in an 
“effort to compensate for the an- 
ticipated subsidy reduction. Now 
it ‘appeans that a funther increase 
‘of 15 cents per limch will be nec- 
essary in order to balance the 
current year’s budget. This in- 
crease will bring the cost of a re- 
duced lunch to 45 cents, the: cost 
of an elementary student’s lunch 
to 65 cents, and the cost of a sec- 
ondary student’s lunch to 70 cents. 
This. price incréase should see the 
district tiirough this year, and, if 
the current prognosis for 1982- 1983 
is accurate, through next year al- 
so. In the long run, however, the 
declining subsidies and increasing 
costs ‘will force the Board to con- 
front increasingly difficult deci- 
sions. In order to compensate for 
‘the loss of revenue through goy- 
ernment subsidies, the district 
‘must either raise more money thru 
the SiA.D, 44 budget, raise more 
money by ‘increasing the cost of 
dunch, or reduce its expenditures, 
“Bach of these options have a nega- 
tive social consequence as well as 
a negative fiscal consequence. 
One way the district can reduce 
its expenditures is to modify the 
nature of the school lunch being 
‘served, Currently, in order for 
school districts to receive federal 
subsidies and/or commodities, the 
school lunch program is required 
to serve a type A lunch. Thus, if 
the district moves away from a 
type A lunch, it stands to lose 5544 
of its revenue and $14,000 of com- 
modities.. While a shift towards a 
“soup and sandwich” style lunch 


‘or a “hamburgers and french 


i fries” style lunch would seeming- 
ly’ result in greater student sales, 
the loss of the government subsi- . 


dies would result in a drastic in- 
crease in the cost of the hot lunch, 
probably to the vicinity of $1.25 
per lunch. This price would, in 
all likelihood, result in a reduction 
of the number of students: who 
purchase lunch. Furthermore, the 
nutritional value of serving “soup 
and sandwiches” or “hamburgers 
and french fries” is questionable. 

Another method of reducing the 
expenditures would be to have all 
scliool luriches: be prepared at Tel- 
star and shipped to the outlying 
¢lementary schools, Currently, 
Ethel Bisbee and Andover Elemen- 
tary Schools do the miajority of 
food preparation cx-site,. while 
Cresent Park and Woodstock Ele- 
méntary School lunches are pre- 
pated at Telstar and, shipped to 
the schools Via intradistrict trans- 
portation. Centralized preparation 
would result in a substantial sav- 
ings without sacrificing govern- 


Perhaps the most drastic solu- 
tion of all would be the complete 
elimination of hot lunch at éither 
the outlying schools, or at Telstar, 
or throughout the district. Across 
thé state and country, several dis- 
tticts are seriotisly exploring the 
alternatives. 

“All of these soliifiong require a 
significant change from the status 
quo, a change that should be ini- 
tiated only after a fivorough re- 
view of the consequences, An in- 
ereasé of our lunch costs by 15 
cents will resolve our current de- 
‘ficit, and give the Board of Di- 
réctors an oppontunity to thorough- 
ly review the school lunch pro- 
gram before impleménting any ir- 
reversible changes,

Washington Watch

Winter’s fury descended on 
Maine over the New Year’s week 
end, bringing joy to children and 
ski resort opemators and problems. 
to. virtually everyone else,. 

The difficulties following from 
the New Year’s Day blanket of 
wet heavy snow were particularly 
acute in Washington and Hancock 
counties, where some residents 
went without power until early last 
week, Power company employ- 
ees worked around the clock te re- 
place downed power lines, but the. 
volume of the snow and the in- 
aecessibility of rural power lines 
mide the task difficult, . 
- The storm came earlier than 
Miainers usually expect for the ma- 
jor blast of winter, But our citi- 
zens bave learned to expect ihe 
worst from winter, and we handle 
the disruptions in our lives better 
than most. This physical and men- 
fal toughness in the face of what 
can be outrageous conditions is a 
credit to our people and their will 
to survive and flourish. 

Of course, the snow has done 
wonders for one impontiant seg- 
ment of the state’s economy. Ski 
area operators and: related mer- 
chantis. have reported sizable gains 
in earnings this winter over recent 
winters, when snow stayed away 
and threatened the health of 
Maine’s ski and winter tourist in- 
dustry. 

For all the “pain it can bring, 
winter can. also'be a beautiful and 
inspiring season. Robert. Frost 
stopped in the woods during a 
snow in 1923 and came away with 
these lines: 

aes woods these are I think

His Bes is in ‘the village

He will, ot see me stopping 


her: 
To wateth his. woods fill up 
with snow. 
Three hundred years earlier, 
English poet Anne Bradstreet gave 
Ws. an optimistic outlook on the 
winter months which can.aid in 
keeping perspective on. whatever 
hardships we miay have to endure. 
She wrote: “If we had no winter, 
the spring would not be so plea- 
sant: if we did not sometimes 
taste of adversity, prosperity 
would not. ‘be so Welcome.’

nation of estimated tax for 1981 
and pay all taxes due by Jian. 18,

However, farmers: and fishermen 
who plan fo file their income tax 
returns-for 1981 and pay the total 
tax by March 1, 1982, are not re- 
quired. to make an estimated tax

SUPPORT ENFORCEMENT 
TO COLLECT REFUNDS 

Child support enforcement of- 


ficials of the Department of Hu- 


man Services. expect to collect 
thousands of dollars from income 
tax refimds in 1982, according to - 
Maine Hum'an Services Commis- 
sioner Michael R. Petit. 

The collections will come from 
state ‘and federal tax offices 
through ‘a Tlax Referral Set Off 
system miade possible by compu- 
terized link up between the DHS 
and the tax offices, _ 

Colburn Jackson, director of the 

Support Enforceitient iand Loca- 
tion Unit (SELU), said the names 
of more.than 3,500 absent parents 
who owe ithe state money fave 
been submitted to the federal and 
state tax offices, 
»“When their computers start 
processing returns they will iden- 
tify all those who owe the state 
money, then deduct divat amount, 
from any refunds owed the fax 
payer,” Jiackson said. 

“That money will be paid to 
the DHS’s SEU office,” He said. 

“This is only one method we 
will be employing in 1982 to get 
payments from. parents who. are 
behind in their support payments.” 

The refund collection could be 
avoided, he said, if the parent 
voluntarily made plans to guaran- 
tee payment of the debt. 

Jackson. said more than 1,200 ab- 
sent parents now use a payroll 
deduction method of keeping their 
payments current. 

“We have the right to garnish 
pay of persons iho owe child sup- 
port to the DHS,” Jackson said, 
“but it’s easier on the individual 
fo make arrangements for a wage 
deduction.” 

There are about 4,500 absent 
parents now paying the depart- 
ment for child support. The col- 
lection amourits to between $5 and. 
$6 million a year. 

Jackson bélieves there should be 
twice that number paying, and 
the state should be collecting twice 
that amount --f money. 

Recent legislation has allowed 
him to hire more field agents. 
They will greatly increase liis of- 
fice’s ability to locate absent pa- 
rents ard obtdin support payments 
from them, he said. 

The DHS program collects funds 
to offset the expense of the, Aid 
to Families with Dependent Chil- 
dren benefits that amounts to ab- 
out $50 million a year.

The Missing Children’s Act - 
One-of the most wrenching ex- 
‘periences: parents can go through 
is the search for a lost or missing 
child. The agonizing search for 
information on missing children. 
stretches into hours, days — even 
years, becatise there is a serious 
gap in the dissemination of infor- 
mation on missing children’s 
clases, 
' Bach year, more than: 150 000 
children fail to, return hho: They 
are victims of kidnappings, they 
are runaways, or: they are chil- 
dren who for various reasons 
simply lose their way and wander 
into strange communities, These 
children are extremely vulnerable 
—they are ready targets for crim- 
inals. Each hour that they are 
missing increases their danger. - 
The process used by Jaw. en- 
forcement officials in trying ‘to 


’ track down information ‘about 


these children is a Jong, often 
fruitless, laborious search that in- 
volves personally contacting indi- 
vidual state and local police de- 
partments for any information that 
might lead to the recovery of a 
lost child. 

Given the technology available 
today, this: method of séarch is 
almost primitive. In fact, shock- 
ing as it may sound, police can 1o- 
cate a stolen car from anywhere 
in the country flr easier than they 
can obtain clues. on the whereab- 
outs or the fate of missing chil- 
dren, 

Recently J cosponsored what I 
consider to be a vital piece of leg- 
islation in the Senlate, to assist po- 
lice and parents in the search for 
missing children, and to help re- 
duce the dangerous delays in ob- 
taining information. This legisla- 
tion would require the creation of 
a computerized national informa- 
tion system within the National 
Crime Information: Center, When 
a child is reported lost or missing, 
police would forward information 


about that child to the Center’s 


computer, where it would be cross 
checked against information on 
children who have been located 
but not identified. 

The bill would also require the 
U. S. Attorney General to provide 
assistance to state and local law 
enforcement agencies in their ef- 
forts to collect and disseminate in- 
formation on missing children, 

An example of the difficulties 
faced by police in solving missing 
children’s cases occurred recently 
in Portland where a youth was 
found wandering aimlessly through 
the city. He became confused 
when police questioned him. When 
police determined that he was not 
a Maine resident, they began the 
long process of calling state by 
state to check missing ‘persons 
lists, with each call leading to 
others. One by one, states were el- 
iminated from the search, 

The youth’s family was eventu- 
ally located, and he was returned 
to his home in West Virginia, but 
the incident is a prime example 
of how difficult it is for police to 
hélp Jost children and their fam- 
jliés, The bill I have cosponsored 
wotild gréatly ease their search. 

Clearly, we should help make it 
as easy for police fo locate miss- 
ing childrei as it is. fo locate sfol- 
en cars. This bill will help.
